In May of 1970, you appointed an ad hoc committee 
composed of Mr. D.S, Lawson, Director of Lands. Dr) RE. Rees, 
Associate Deputy Minister, Department of Education and Mr. Bue thae 
Erickson, Deputy Director of Planning and Research, Department 
of Municipal Arfairs. to earry out a study in connection with 
land tenure in the Coal Branch Area, with particular reference 
to the settlements at Robb and Cadomin, Following the appoint- 
ment of the committee, the members held an orientation meeting 
to discuss the situation and to examine the facts as we knew 
them from various maps, plans and records of the Department of 
Lands and Forests and the Department of Municipal Affairs, It 
was decided to patty OU a haieid trip and thie the committee did 
on June 18. During the course OL this. tieia trip we spoke to 
small groups of people at Robb and Cadomin. 


The following report and recommendations are sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 


Location 


: The Coal Branch Area is located south and west of 
Edson in the Foothills area as indicated in the map which is 
appended to this report. The only existing settlements are at 
Robb, Coalspur, Mercoal and Cadomin and the present extent of 
these settlements will be discussed in greater detail later in 
this report. 





History 


For many years, up until the late 1940's, the Coal 
Branch Area was a thriving coal mining area and viable settlements 
existed at many points such as Robb, Coalspur, Sterco, Coal Valley, 
Foothills, Mercoal, Cadomin, Luscar and Mountain Park. In the late 
1940's and early 1950's there was a marked decline in the demand 
for coal, with the result that the mines entered a closing out phase. 
Many of the coal miners in the area merely abandoned their houses 
and relocated elsewhere. Other coal miners on pension decided to 
remain in the area. During this phase the government decided that 
any unemployed coal miners and other persons associated with the 
coal industry would be permitted to sell their houses, if they. were 
able to do so, in order to realize some return on their property and 
the persons acquiring such houses have been issued annual miscellaneous 
permits up to this time. During this particular period the government 
also gradually evolved a policy of trying to concentrate permanent 
settlement as far as possible at Cadomin and Robb and to phase out 
permanent settlement at the other locstions. As a ccnsequence of 
this policy, Luscar was completely demolished and the site recon- 
ditioned, as was Mountain Park and the major portion of Mercoal. 
Many buildings were also demolished at Coal Valley, Stercoc and other 
smaller centers of population. 


A few years ago, prior to the recent coal development, 
just west of the old Luscar site, the government decided to place a 
freeze on all land transactions involving public land in the Coal 
Branch Area until it was decided where the employees who would be 
working at the new coal development would be located. Sites in 
the Coal Branch Area were examined, but when the costs of develop- 
ment of a new town were assessed, it was concluded that it would 
be better to have the families residiug in Hinton and for a new 
road to be constructed from Hinton to the Luscar area. We believe 
that the Department of Highways agreed to this new highway on the 
understanding that no new towns would be established in the Coal 
Branch Area in the foreseeable future. 


The permanent residents in the Robb - Cadomin settle- 
ments have been increasingly concerned over their insecurity of 
tenure, as have the non-permanent residents to a lesser degree. 


' Roads 


The main road into the Coal Branch Area takes off 
from the No. 16 Highway just west of Edson and is a gravelled road, 
which would in many areas ‘probably not meet secondary highway stand- 
ards. However, for the most part, this road services the area quite 
adequately down to Cadomin. There is also a connecting road between 
Robb and Hinton which is held under licence of occupation by North 
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West Pulp and Power Ltd. In addition there is a road System taking 
off from Highway No. 47, just north of Cadomin, running west through 
Luscar and thence northerly to Hinton. The portion of this roadway 
between Highway 47 and Luscar is not built to a standard which per- 
mits all season use, but we understand that the Department of High- 
Ways has been carrying out a study to determine whether this portion 
of that road System could be improved. Maintenance problems are en- 
countered with flooding of the various streams and rivers ‘in this 
area, 


Schools 


There is a school in operation at Robb at which 
Grades 1 through 6 are taught. School children from Cadomin attend- 
ing these grades are bussed to Robb. Any children in the Coal Branch 
Area in higher grades are boarded at Edson. The people at Cadomin 
feel very Strongly thateift the connecting road between Cadomin and 
the Luscar mine was improved, it would then be possible to bus all 
of their children to Hinton on a daily basis. 


Pattern of Settlement 


(1) Robb - Robb’ consists of two separate clusters of buildings. 
That portion of Robb located on the upper levels adjacent 
to the highway are composed of a mixture of permanent homes 
and summer cottage sites with most of the homes being occupied 
On a permanent basis. This portion of Robb is fairly compact. 
The other portion of Robb is at a lower level adjacent to the 
Embarras River and is composed of fairly widely dispersed 
dwellings, a few of which are occupied as permanent homes 
with the remainder being utilized for summer residence. 
Appendix A attached to this report details the owners of 
the buildings and the type of occupancy i.e. permanent or 
Summer residence. 


(2) Mercoal - The majority of the houses at Mercoal have been 
demolished and the site has been reconditioned in a fairly 
Satisfactory manner. There are a few homes at Mércoal, all 
but one of which is occupied on a summer cottage type basis. 
The buildings which remain at Mercoal are fairly widely 
dispersed. Appendix B to this report details the owners 
of the buildings and the nature of their occupancy. 


(3) Cadomin - Cadomin is a combination of closely spaced and 
dispersed dwellings. The most southern portion of this 
settlement presents a tangle of houses, most of which are 
occupied on a permanent basis, but a few of them totally 
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unoccupied at the present time or occupied for summer 
cottage use. The remainder of the homes at Cadomin are 
dispersed along the west side of the highway with a few 
along the upper benches, west of the highway. Appendix C 
attached to this report details the ownership and occupancy 
of the dwellings at Cadomin. 


Employment Pattern 


(1) Robb - At Robb there are 20 persons employed by Cardinal 
River Coals, 2 persons employed by Inland Cement Ltd., 
8 persons employed by North West Pulp and Power Ltd., 5 
persons employed by Canadian National Railway, 3 persons 
employed by the Department of Highways, 3 persons employed 
as school teachers, 3 hotel employees, 2 coffee-shop 
employees, 4 persons employed by the oil industry and 5 
persons who are self-employed. In addition there are 31 
retired persons residing at Robb. 


(2) Mercoal - There is only one pérmanent resident at Mercoal 
who is employed by Cardinal River Coals and has expressed 
a desire to relocate at Cadomin. 


3) Cadomin ~ Excluding the area which is leased to Inland 
_. Cement Ltd., the following is the employment pattern at 

Cadomin. There are 15 persons employed by Cardinal River 
Coals. There are 10 people employed by Inland Cement Ltd. 
There are 5 people who are self-employed. There is l 
school bus operator and 1 Post Mistress. On the public 
land which is leased to Inland Cement Ltd., 5 of their 
employees are presently residing. 





Quality of Buildings 


There are a fair number of homes in the Robb settle- 
ment that would have appreciable value with a few structures inter- 
spersed throughout the settlement area which should undoubtedly be 
condemned. At Mercoal the standard of construction is adequate 
for summer cottage type use. The standard of construction at 
Cadomin is for the main part not very impressive, but there are 
a few buildings of fair quality. Inland Cement Ltd. has a lease 
from the department south of the main townsite and the quality of 
the buildings on this lease is fairly good. Appendix D attached 
to this report details the assessed values of the buildings in 
these three settlements.

Propensity for Settlement 


(1) Robb - Considerable investigative work has already been per- 
formed at Robb by the Planning Branch of the Department of 
Municipal Affairs and it would appear that there would be 
no great difficulty in preparing a plan of subdivision for 
the upper area. To implement a proper plan, it might be 
necessary to move a few buildings or in some cases where 
there are two houses owned by different parties on the 
same lot to provide for a temporary division of that lot. 
In the lower area of Robb, along the Embarras River, the 
settlement pattern is of such a scattered nature that it 
would be extremely difficult to prepare a subdivision which 
would comply with the Subdivision and Transfer Regulations. 
However, it might be possible to prepare some sort of temp- 
orary plan, but if this were done no consideration could 
be given to title. 


(2) Mercoal - At Mercoal the dispersion of the dwellings would 
make it very difficult to prepare a realistic subdivision. 


(3) Cadomin - The southern portion of Cadomin would present 
an extremely difficult problem to any planner attempting 
to create a subdivision which would meet the requirements 
of the regulations. In addition the southern portion of 
Cadomin is located on the southern end of a flood-plain 
which in 1969 was in serious jeopardy from the flooding 
of the McLeod River. Appendix E attached to this report 
is a memorandum from an Engineer of the Water Resources 
Division of the Department of Agriculture, clearly defining 
the hazards in this area. That portion of Cadomin lying 
immediately west of the highway and also on the bench west 
of the highway, could lend itself to subdivision, but con- 
siderable ground work would have to be done before a 
definite decision could be taken. 


‘Future Trends 


Information available from the Department of 
Lands and Forests indicates that a considerable amount of coal 
prospecting is taking place in the Coal Branch Area, particularly 
in the Sterco - Foothills area. We do not, of course, know the 
final outcome of such prospecting or whether it will lead to further 
coal mining activities in this particular area. Should mineable coal 
be discovered, it would then be necessary to review the present 
settlement pattern in the area to determine if a new town might 
be required. In the event that further coal development does take 
place the recommendations contained in this report will have to be 
carefully reviewed. 
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In addition, a Foothills land use study is under 
way in the area which will assess the recreational potential for 
this area. It occurs to the committee that the Coal Branch Area 
has extremely high potential for recreational development, e.g. 
recreational cottage sites, but it would be premature to make any 
recommendations in this regard until such time as the land use 
studies’ have been completed. 


Recommendations 


(1) Considering that it is the government's policy not to en- 
courage development of any new towns in the Coal Branch 
Area at the present time, but recognizing the reality of 
the present situation in that there are a fairly sub- 
stantial number of permanent residents in the area, we 
recommend that all permanent settlers in the area as of 
July 15, 1970, be offered tenure on either the land that 
they are presently occupying or an alternative site if 
the location of the building is such that it must be 
moved, ; 


(2) It is recommended that the owners of buildings which are 
being utilized for recreational use be offered a 10 year 
miscellaneous lease with a stipulation in the lease that 
the building will not be occupied for a period of more 
than 120 days in each calendar year. Leases are assign- 
able to any other person with the approval of the Minister 
of Lands and Forests and, of course, the assignee is bound 
by the terms and conditions of the lease so that the lease 
cannot be used for permanent residence. 


(3) It is recommended that the upper portion of Robb be sur- 
veyed. As it may not be possible to register this survey 
plan until the North West Pulp and Power road can be re- 
located, the permanent residents should be immediately 
offered 25 year miscellaneous leases with the understanding 
that when the plan is registered at some future date they 
will be given an opportunity of purchasing their lots and 
obtaining title. Where there is more than one dwelling on 
a lot and two separate leases must be granted, it would 
not be possible to effect any sale until such time as 
one of the dwellings had been relocated. 


It is recommended that the permanent residents in the 
lower portion of Robb be granted 10 year miscellaneous 
leases which would permit residence on a permanent basis 
but that such leases contain a clause to the effect that 
the lease may only be assigned to any person who intends 
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(5) 
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to utilize the property for a recreational cottage site 

on a non-permanent basis. As long as the original owner 

is in possession, renewals of these leases would be granted 
to permit residence on a permanent basis. 


Mercoal is primarily being used for recreational cottage 
sites and these should be dealt with in accordance with 
Recommendation No. (2). There is one permanent resident 
at Mercoal and it is our recommendation that he be re- 
located on some suitable location at Cadomin. The perm- 
anent resident is prepared to do this. 


The recreational cottages at Cadomin should be dealt with 
in accordance with Recommendation No. (2), but those rec- 
reational cottages which may be located in that portion 

of Cadomin which is subject to flooding contain a clause 

to the effect that the government accepts no responsibility 
in the event of flood damage. 


We recommend that the permanent residents be granted 10 
year miscellaneous leases which will, of course, contain 
no restrictions on permanent residence. However, on those 
building sites which are subject to flooding (we will have 
Water Resources designate to the department the sites which 
are subject to flooding), we recommend that a condition be 
written into the lease to the effect that the lessee will 
not hold the government responsible for any flood damage 
which may occur. We are also of the opinion that such 
leases should contain a stipulation that no major renova- 
tions or additions would be created to existing buildings. 
We also recommend that lessees in this category be advised 
that they will receive priority to relocate to a more suit-— 
able site when such sites become available. 


In all leases which are issued in the Cadomin area for perm- 
anent residence, there should be a condition that the lease 
could only be assigned to either the person who will be 
utilizing the property for a recreational cottage site or 

to a person who in the opinion of the Minister must perm- 
anently reside at Cadomin because of his employment in the 
area. 


We also recommend that the Planning Branch of the Department 
of Municipal Affairs immediately carry out a detailed study: 
of the area to determine whether or not a subdivision could 
be created on lands which are not subject to flooding to 
which the permanent resident could relocate. 
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It is recommended that leases for 


commercial purposes be 


granted only where such commercial development is required 


to service the existing residents 
and present and future recreation 
Any proposal to establish trailer 
with On thewbasis that it will be 
trailers only and that no trailer 


of the Coal Branch Area 
and tourist development. 
courts should be dealt 
utilized for holiday 
owner be permitted to 


occupy the trailer court in excess of sixty consecutive 


days. 


It is recommended that the Improvement District vigorously 


enforce their development control 


order and be also re- 


quested to enforce the conditions of development and land. 
use as set out in the lease agreements. Lands and Forests 
personnel as well as Development Control Officers of the 
Department of Municipal Affairs must be requested to 
co-operate in ensuring that no unauthorized development 
takes place within the Coal Branch Area.

RE: FLOOD DAMAGE AT CADOMIN 

Subsequent to complaints by komeownern Mre. Velma Fercuson, 

Mrs. J. Babala and the Canadinn Legion (the attached letters) an 
ins spection of the area was carried out. 


The inepection revealed ies certain sienificant chanares occurred 
in ths flow pattern of the McLeod River curing the 1969 £lood 
Which could eventually a eee the property owners of Cadomin. 


Prior to the 1969 flood the HeLeod River was pretty well confined 
to one fairly well established channel adjacent to the C.N.M. 
tracks (see attached sketch). Now the matn chennel has shifted to 
the opposite side of the flood plain in tho uostream end of Cadowin, 
At one tine the entire area between the road and the old channel 
Jocation consisted of a built un area of mine tailiness. Mest of 
this uatericl has been removed by the flood leaving the flood plain 
in litcrally one big meses. Actually it's difficult to find tha 
main channel at present eas it will take a few minor floods for a 
definite channel to forn. 


If the river ratntains its apparent inclination to flow on the left 
eide (toward Cadomin) of the flood plain, it would anpear thst sone 
of Cadonin will cventuslly disappear 1£ no river training is provided. 
Theirs 15 not prinarily a flooding problem but rather a problem of 
eventually having the river continue to erode the left bank as it 

attempts to ehift furth ner to the left side of the flood plain.

RemedSal measures would consist of perhaps six spurg built on the 
left bank and heavily protected with rock. Limastone rock is 
Yeadily available in the area so each spur could be constructed 
for approvimately $6,000.00. Thus spurs plus channel clean-up 
would prohably coet about $59,090 and the design of river control 
works would have to insure no undesirabie conaequences to the 
C.N.R. tracks on the right side of the flood plain. 


The economics of tha situation are obviously very crucial. With \ 
the present tight money policy ve could not consider any construction 
work for 1970 assuming for the moment that the project could be 


considcred economically feasible. | 
Do you feel consideration ehould be given to en alternative such as | 
relocating the property ownera in the eventual path of the river? /

Dear Mr. O'Coffey: 


In view of your enquiries concerning land tenure in 
the Robb area, I trust this letter will fully explain the government's 
position. 


As you are aware, a committee was appointed to in- 
vestigate and report to me on the land tenure situation in the Coal 
Branch Area. The committee's report has been carefully studied by the 
Executive Council and the following policy has been formulated. 


(1) Development of new towns in the Coal) Branch Area will net be 
encouraged at this time. However, recognizing the reality of 
the present situation in that there are a fairly substantial 
number of permanent residents in the area, all permanent Settlers 
in the area as of July 15, 1970, will be offered tenure on either 
the land that they are presently occupying or an alternative site 
if the location of the building is such that it must be moved. 


(2) The owners of buildings which are being utilized for recreational 
use will be offered a 10 year miscellaneous lease with a stip- 
ulation in.the lease that the building will not be occupied for 
a period of more than 120 days in each calendar year. These leases 
are assignable to any other person with my approval and, of course, 
as the assignee is bound by the terms and Conditions of the tease 
the buildings cannot be used for permanent residence. 


(3) The upper portion of Robb will be ‘surveyed. As it may not be pos- 
sible to register this survey plan until the North West Pulp and 
Power road can be relocated, the permanent residents will immed- 
iately be offered 25 year miscellaneous leases with the understand 
ing that when the plan is registered at some future date they will

‘case must be granted, it would not be possible to effect any 
€ until such time as one of the dwellings has been relocated. 


The permanent residents in the lower portion of Robb (adjacent 
to the river) will be granted 10 year miscellaneous leases which 
would permit residence on a permanent basis, but such leases will 
contain a clause to the effect that the lease may only be assigned 
to a person who intends to utilize the property for a recreational 
cottage Site on a non-permanent basis. As long as the original 
owner is in possession, renewals of these leases would be eranted 
to permit residence on a permanent basis. 


Mercoal is primarily being used for recreational cottage sites 

and these will be dealt with in accordance with Poltey Now (2). 
There is one permanent resident at Mercoal who will be permitted 
to relocate on a suitable site at Cadomin. The permanent resident 
is prepared to do this. 


The recreational cottages at Cadomin will be dealt with in accord- 
ance with Policy No. (2), but those recreational cottages which 
are located in that portion of Cadomin which is subject to flood- 
ing will contain a clause to the effect that the Government accepts 
no responsibility in the event of flood damage. 


Tie permanent residents will be granted 10 year miscellaneous 
leases which will, of course, contain no restrictions on perm- 
anent residence. However, on those building sites which are 
subject to flooding a condition will be written into the lease 

to the effect that the lessee will not hold the Government res- 
ponsible for any flood damage which may occur. Also such leases 
will contain.a clause stipulating that no major renovations or 
additions may be created to existing buildings. The lessees in 
this category will receive priority to relocate to a more suitable 
site when such sites become available. 


In all leases which are issued in the Cadomin area for permanent 
residence, there will be a condition that the lease can only be 
assigned to either a person who will be utilizing the property 
for a recreational cottage site or to a person who in my opinion 
must permanently reside at Cadomin, because of his employment in 


the area. 


The Planning Branch of the Department of Municipal Affairs will 
immediately carry out a detailed study of the area to determine 
whether or not a subdivision could be created on lands which are 
not subject to flooding to which the permanent resident could 


relocate.

Leases for commercial purposes will be granted only where such 
commercial development is required to service the existing res- 
idents of the Coal Branch Area and present and future recreation 
Ue tourist development. Any proposal to establish trailer courts 
wild be dealt with on the basis that they will be utilized for 
holiday trailers only and that no trailer owner will be permitted 
to occupy the trailer court in excess of sixty consecutive days. 


The Improvement District, with the full co-operation of officers 

of the Department of Lands and Forests, will enforce their develop- 
ment control order and will enforce the conditions of development 
and land use as set out in the lease agreements. Officers of the 
Departments of Lands and Forests and Municipal Affairs will co- 


operate to ensure that no unauthorized developments take place 
in the Coal Branch Area..
